"One. of the ways we are supposed to raise our 
standard of living is through increased production and 
less costly distribution," says the Columbia, Mo., Daily 
Tribune. "New machines and new methods are sup- 
posed to make more consumer goods available per man 
hour of labor. ..." - . 

Then the Tribune deals with a recent strike against 

t ■ food chains conducted by Kansas City butchers. The 

£ demands made, it observes, were ". . . brand new in 

J the nation's meat industry. ..." Nowadays, meat is 

'generally sold in a s prc-packaged state and much of .)t 

what they want from .self-service displays. This is 
a highly efficient method of selling and, to quote the 
Tribune again, "Granting that there is free competition 
— arid certainly the food chains are competitive — more 
economical methods in handling meat should bring 
lower prices for the consumers, which in turn should 
bring better demand. ..." 

However, the butchers demanded both a raise and 
less work— on the grounds that their productivity had 
increased as against the old-system of cutting meat 
at the customer'* order. • In other words, as the Trlb- 
/ iine explains it^ the strH-^i" panted to refuse to per- 
mit the merchant' or the public to take, advantage of 
efficiencies developing in the industry. 

This strike was settled in five days. The union 
did not get any production or productivity limitation 
clauses in tho new contract. However, comparable 
situations will rise again, both in retailing and in other 
enterprise. And the big point at issue is well coveted 
by the Tribune in the concluding words to its editor- 
ial; ". . .. if we are to be denied an opportunity to 
make use of more efficient and more economical meth- 
ods of production and distribution, then we. shall find 
our battle with inflation growing more bitter and mote 
fruitless, and our attempts to improve the standard of 
living for all less and less successful " ■ - -

Farm Landlords May Now 
Qualify for SociaLSecurity 

Farm landlords over the age of 
65 have started filing claims for 
their social security belief its, ac- 
cording to .Bernard Barhett, . man- 
ager of the local social security dis- 
trict- office,, The number of such 
claims will reach a 'peak' early, in 
1958, after farmers have filed their 
1957 tax returns, he declares. "_■ f 

The law which' covered self-em- 
ployed farmers beginning , with 
1955, did„not provide coverage for 
any landlord*' receiving rental in- 
come from his faf m l fl nd-, accord- 
ing to Mr^'Barnett. This meant 
that- many landlords ■ whose sole 
business was farming and who 
actually took part In the farming 
operations were denied the protec- 
tion, of the Social Security Act. 
To remedy this, Congress in 1956, 
changed the law so that a landlord 
who by arrangement with the ten- 
ant or share-farmer takes - part in 
producing a crop and whose activi- 
ties significantly affect the amount 
of the crop, will have his net in- 
come from this, activity credited to 
his social security account. 

This means that the^farm land- 
lord over the age of 65 who has 
been helping his tenant in the pro- 
duction of a crop by helping with 
the work, contributing machinery 
or money and actively managing 
some of the operations, during 1956 
and 1957, may be qualified for a so- 
cial secu rity benefit. 

The social security office at 1515 
Washington St., Waukegan, has leaf- 
lets and booklets explaining in more 
detail what things are taken into 
consideration in determining wheth- 
er the landlord's activities consti- 
tute material participation. If the 
landlord meets the requirements,

"The City of Highland Park 
started a. sidewalk repair about two 
years ago. They started with Vil- 
lage employees doing the work, but 
now have^given nip that procedure 
and let contracts. 

''The city can contact property 
owners, or publish the intent of the 
village and let the people- contact 
the village. Highland Park works 
on a waiting list and the work is 
scheduled accordingly. 

"The Village can force the issue 
and pass an ordinance giving the 
property owners a 30 day notice 
to fix same or the village will, if 
so desired. 

"The Village can pay one-half of 
the cost of repairing the side-walks. 
The Village being the judge that 
the walk is badly in -need of repair, 
and not being fixed just to beautify. 

"This way the money would be 
earmarked and set aside for this 
purpose, and in a due course ' of 
years the walks would be in good 
shape. 

"Vouchers could be issued and 
absorbed by the contractors at ap- 
proximately 5 payments. This 
method would tend to inflate the 
cost of the repairs, and create ex- 
cessive paper trouble.

1948 which caused ap- 
plicants to lose from a few days to 
as much as a month on the valid 
period of a license, Mr. Carpentier!

- The expiration date of the old li- 
cense, listed oh the application for 
a new one, Is punched into a card, 
and when that- card, is sent through 
one' of the processing machines, the 
machine automatically selects an ex- 
piration date three years in advance 
for the new license, Secretary Car- 
pentier said. 

To have attempted such an oper- 
ation manually would have been 
tremendously expensive, and the 
loss of a short period of time on the 
valid period- was permissible under 
the law, he said. 

. Another advantage to the new 
system is that it eliminates the hold- 
ing of two valid licenses at any 
tune, Mr. Carpentier said. Al- 
though the driver may receive his 
new license 10 days or two weeks 
before the old one expires, the new 
license does not become effective 
until the Issuance date shown on it, 
which is the same as the expiration 
date of the old one, he explained. 

Installation of the electronic data 
processing equipment was begun in 
April,, 1937. It is the type of in- 
stallation which cannot be done all 
at once, but must progress from step 
to step, with each step making pos- 
sible additional uses of the equip- 
ment, Secretary.

Mr. Robert H. Robinson of the 
United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service stated that 
the period within which aliens must 
report their address is almost* at 
hand. 

The month of January has been 
settlor the address reporting period. 
AH aliens iln the United States, with 
few exceptions, must report .their 
address to the Government during 
this period. 

Mr. Robinson said that forms with 
which to make the report will be 
available at all post offices and 
offices of ^the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service during the 
montth of January. 

Mr. Robinson urges all aliens to 
comply with the reporting require- 
ments, as willful failure to do so 
may lead to serious consequences. 



H. Alan Long, Chicago's District 
Director, of -Internal Revenue re- 
minded taxpayers of the northern 
district of Illinois that ' Wednesday, 
January 15, is the deadline for pay- 
ing the fourth and last installment 
on estimated Federal income tax 
returns for the year 1957; he stated 
that those taxpayers who filed an 
estimated return and have a pay- 
ment due on January 15th should 
have received a notice by mail. 

If you have previously filed an 
estimated return and events' occur- 
ring in the last quarter of 1957 
show that your income was sub- 
stantially more or less than your 
original estimate, you should file an 
amended declaration t>n Jan. 15. 

This declaration should be marked 
"amended" and should be filed with, 
the same District Director of Inter 
nal Revenue who received your 
original declaration. A blank form 
for use as an amended declaration 
is printed on the back of the notice 
of payment due which you received. 

A declaration of estimated tax 
for the year 1957 should be filed 
by January 15, 1958 on Form 1040ES 
by those taxpayers who first became 
liable for filing an estimate during 
the fourth quarter of 1957. . 

M£ Long advised taxpayers who 
have any questions concerning their 
1957 estimated tax or any other in- 
come tax matters to telephone or 
visit any of the local offices of the 
Internal Revenue Service.
